the kingdom of Luang. Prabang as without 
doubt the most important centre for the de- 
velopment of commerco in the whole of 
Indo-China. ‘The Chinese domination, they 
tay. has dinappeésred, leaving. the - half- 
civilized Laotian States’ a. legacy to tho 
European Powers ; England succeeds to the 
Northern portion, Franeo to'the Sonthern, 
oe and the latter must arrest’ English influence 
“at Luang Prabang, without which it, would 
bes impossible to preserve an equal balance, 

or for France ta occupy’ that: position in the 
penineuls which her interest, her policy, and 

her trade call tor, Such is said to be the 
official view; whether if will be supported 

by the uation remaina to bé seen. The 

. Spectator, discussing the relations between 
France and Siam in a recent, nuniber, says : 

“Tt is exevediagly difficult to unders'and 
he poliey of the Freuch Republic astro. 
“ garda Colonial extension. “To all uppear- 
“ance, the ‘directing ‘classas” including 


“the section of Deputien'interested in for- 
“ eign commerce, stoadily extaud the respon- 
“ sibilities of the country, and only seem to 
“‘yopret that they cannot advance more 
“rapidly... It ig diffieult, not to believe 
thu. the men who, direct’ these” extensions 
«ave aware that the nation ié not with them, 
“wa are content to ubtain nominal rights

|‘ in which disaster, or at all events a ‘great, 


“expenditure of life, is alwyys possible ; but 
“it is the policy they arc pursuing.” . 
The Jattor remarks iu the above quotation 
very uccurately describe the attitude and 
tendency of. tho official class.in Saigon and 
Tonkin, and the policy of annexation finds

Quer cohtomperury, translates the letter 
signed “Englithman”’. which appeared ‘in 
our columns-on the 22nd July, and in com.

Jy aee the Franch or auy other nation go in 
for. colonial extension.if they, had anything 
like a correct idea of how to use their 
colonies when they got them. It matters 
little what ‘the nationality. of the. Govern- 
ment.may be eo Jong ns the aiministration 
is of a benevolent. and enlightened character, 
conducted for the Lenefit: of the natives ond 
with a view to the encouragement of trade: 
And annexation inthe modern sense of the 
word is not necassarily spoliation, but rather 
the substitution of order for auarchy, of a 
good Croverument for a bad Guvernment, The 
annexing nation is not supposed to go up to 
possesa the lund iu the sanae of putting. the 
inhabitants to the sword ‘aid appropriating 
their ficlds and. their goods and chattels; but 


on the contrary it ia expested to assume the 
ponsibility, of improving the condition of 
inhabitants and raising thom in the scale 
of civilization. Annexation may, therefore, 
be supported from un ethical as well ag a'sel- 
fish point of view. Each case must be judg- 
ed by its own partiouliy circumstances and 
Ahe motives: of the annexing Power. If 
France desires: -to annex Liang Prabang 
chiefly for.the purpose of preventing any but 
French trade entering thers and of exploiting 
the'natives by the imposition’ of the tariff 
general, then we say the world canout look on 
the operation with the sams fueling of satisface 
tion as it does when Englund anavxes » pivce 
of territory, throws it open to the trade of 
tho worl, and makes no-attewpt to compel 
the natives to pay-tribute by meaus of n 
differential tariff, ‘That is looking at the 
matter from a merely morcantile point of 
view, But thers is also the question whether 
annezation js justifiable on moral grounds. 
Misagovernment must be of a very grea 
ebaracter before an outside Power in justified 
in slepping in to assume the administration, 
This cunuot be‘ alleged of Siam, which is 
steadily’ improving hor. administration and 
bringing herself, ike Japan, into line with 
the European’ Powers 

The French, however, .claim that the as- 
sumption of the administration’ of Tuang 
Prabang would not hewn act of annexation, 
alleging thnt it is tributary to Annam, over 
pwhich country france enjoys a protectorate. 
A very able statement of the cain is set out 
in the Progrés dé Sriyoz, which we will pro- 
coed to. suininarise, Sir Joun Orawrorn. 
the British plenipotentiary to Siu in 1822, 
in giving tha approximate extent of the 
kingdom of Siam, uasigned lo it uw brontien 
oinsiderably within the ri t° bank of ‘the 
Mekong. Various doeumente, ‘earlior and 
later thau that date, vhicly our contemporary 
has, Leen able to cunsuli, notwithstand. 
ing some yarialions due “to the absence of 
exact maps, are unanimous on this point, 
aud it was not until 1884 that the King. of 
Siam, in a speech from the Throne, claimed 
the euserainty of the wholo of the Mekoug 
valley. This ‘verbal taking of posses 
sion, unaceompanicd by any declaration to 
the Powers and ‘consequently open to ques- 
tion, was followed by the sending of Siamese 
commissioners to the principal ceutred, under 
whose dircetion ‘the wative chicfs continued 
their. administration. This -monopolisation 
has never received ‘the sinction of ralifics- 
tion, and Franco has always protested against 
such, a violation of her strict tights. Gach 
ig the present vituation. It does not follow, 
however, that Siam bag up to the prasont| 
tinte doav any real act of suerainty. None 
of the eliiefs consider themselves vassals of 
the Court of Bangkok, ‘and the Sinmese 
Residents aud their soldiers do the work of 
Gendarmes rather than that of administra. 
tors——“ when they are.not doing the work 
of pirates,” our contemporary unnecessarily 
and: illaturedly adds, At Tusug Prabang 
the situation ja entirely different, inai- 
much ag sido by side with the Siamese 
Resident thore is a French Rosidont, and
